The pleaſant Story of Peachey the famous S*oomaker of Fleet- 
ſtreet in London. 


Ach about this time, there libed in London a rich 
ei Shomaker, anda gallant houſekeper; who being 
1\& A | abzavemanof perſon, boze a mind agreeable there: 

2 onto, and was therefoge of moſt men called luſly 
Peachey : hee kept all the pœrs fozty tall men on 
wozke belide Pꝛentiſes, and every one hee clothed in ta uny 
toats, which he gabe as his liberp to them, all with black caps 
and pellow feathers; and every Sunday and holiday, when 
this gentleman-like Citizen went to Church in his black gown 
garded with Aeldet, it was his o2der to hade all his men in 
their liveries to wait upon him, with every man his ſwoꝛd and 
buckler, ready at any time, if need required. 

It came to palſ@ upon S. Georges dap, that this islly Shma⸗ 
ker (being ſerbant to the Duke of Huffolk) went to the Court 
with all his men alter him, to gibe attendance upon his noble 
Mater, which ſoms pong Gentlemen moꝛe wanton than wiſe, 
beholding g envping his gallant mind, deviſed how they might 
picke ſome quarrell, thereby to have ottaſton to try his man · 
hend: quoth they, did pon eber know a ſhomaker, aſowter, a 
cobling co „ bzabe it ſo with the beſt, as this —_

Py Paſlers be adviſed quoth 
another, and attempt nothing raſhly ; J tell pon this fellow is 
a hardy Coine, he is currant mettle p-faith, and whþenſogver 
vou try him, ile warrant you hall finde he will not giz a fot. 
With that comes by luſty Tom Stute ley, and Strangwidge, two 
gallant Sea Taptaines, who were attired all in Crimſon Uel- 
bet, in Parriners wide ſlops that reacht to the foot, in watch - 
ed ſilk thzumb hats and whits feathers, having Pages attend ⸗ 


ing with their weapons, who ſeeing a clufter of Gentlemen in 


hard communicatien at the Court gate, askt what was the 
matter? Parry Captaine quoth they; we ars all beholding ts 
vonder luffy Gallant, that hath fo many waiting an him with 
Mawny Coats: @blod, what is he, quoth Stu eley? he ſtemes 
to be agallant man ſaid Scrargwidge , whatſoeber he be: and 
were it not J ſa h im in the Duke of Suffolks liderie, Aſhould 
habe taken him by his train to be ſome Loʒzd at the leaſt: Nay 
guoth S:utcley, he is ſome Knight of gad living. Gentlemen 
guoth they, how pour iudgements deceive yon: it is certaine 
he is as god a Shoavemaker as anp is in Fletitræt. What-is 
he but a Shooemaker quoth Stuteley? O how that wozd makes 
ws ſcratch my elbo: Can a Shoormaker come tothe Court 
with moze @ervingmenat his heles hen Captaine S uteley ? 
ſes how it makes my blood riſe: O the paſſien of my heart,how 
the villaine ſquares it aut? ſæ, ſ@, what a company of hand- 
ſome fellowes follow him, it is twenty pound to a penny but 
they were better vozne then their Paſcer : not ſo guoth the 
Geontlemfin,but I think their birth and baingingup was much 
altue, foz they bs all Shooemakers 4 bis ſtoole companions : 
now by this iran and fteellquoth Scureley , wert it not that he 
is attendant on the god Duke, J would have him by the rarss 
pzeſently, A will lay an hundzed pound, and fake it downs 
; F draight, 


—— 
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Feaight, that Captatne Strang vidge and J will beat him and 
all bis fozty men. The Gentlemen being ready to ſet this 
match foziward, greatly commended the Captaines highcon- 
rage: notwithſtanding they would not hazard their money on 
ſuch a deſperate match. Mell Gentlemenquoth they, pouſay 
be dwels in Flertſtreet, and that he is a Shoomaker , never 
truſt us moꝛe if we become not his cuſtomers, but the crofe ff 
caſtomers ſhall he finde us that ever came to his hop foz hors. 
Nap quoth Stuteley, we will beſpeak Boots ol him, thus we 
will raiſe our quarrell: when thep are made, if thep come not 
an caſte, and ſit on our legs neatly, we will make them pluck 
them off againe, + pzeſently we will beat them in peces about 
bis pate, which if he iteme to take in dudgin, and with his men 
follow us into the ſtræt foz revenge, if we make them not leap 
befoze us like Mooktes , and fegte them run aa like ſbæ p- 
biters, let us loſe our credits and Captainſhips foz ever. 

But what if pou ſhould chance to kiil any of them ſaid the 
Gentlemen: \ſwounes guoth they what care we, we are bord - 
to ſea on 4 gallant voyage, wherein the King bath ns [mall 
venture, and without us it cannot go fozward, ſo that it is not 
the death cf twenty men can ſtay us at home, and therefoze 
when they thanld be ſeeking ol us in Fliettre@t, we would be 
ſeeking out the Coalk of Florida. 

Vnn fay well Captaines quoth they, and no doubt it you do 
anp luch thing we thall heare of it:foz the repoꝛt thereaſ will he 
tamous thzough London. Mittzin a while after S ute ley and 
Sttanꝑwidge, having thus determined, came into Flætſtrœt, 
and making inquirp foz Pe?chies Hop, they were by everp 
man directed to the houſe : where, when they wers come, they 
catied fo the god man af the houſe : the foemaa of the lbap 
demanded what their will was: whp knave que th they, what 
tateſt thou, let ug ſpeak with thy Paſter.

The fettow being very chtleeick, and loms c hat dicpleaſed 
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at theſe disdainfall ſpeeches, made him this round answer: ask 
pan to whom J ſpeak quoth he: I goodman flat cap ſaid Stravg- 
w dee, Me ask to whom pouſprak- fir quoth hs, Jſpeak to a 
Velvet fle, a ſilken ſlave that knowes not how to go berne his 
tongue: with that Scuicley ſ woe like a mad man and pꝛeſent ; 
ly dzewout a dudgin haft dagger that he had by his ſide, and be⸗ 
gan to lay at the fei low, which one of his fellowesſe&tng, flung 
a Katt at his head and feld him to the ground: S rangwidge 
therevpon dzew bis (Wozd, but by that time the fellow had 
tk zowne his ſwoꝛd and buckier, which hung in the ſhop hard 
at hand, and therewith ſowell dekended himſelfe, that S'r20g- 
widee could do him no hurt: and by that time Stuicley retove⸗ 
ring crald up againe.

Why how now Paſter quoth Iohn Abridges, come pen inta 
the feld to fight with women; why theſe be two viſgniſed but · 
ter whozes ile lap my life, that have mo2e gkill in ſcoulding 
then in fighting : but heare pouquoth be, if pon be men, leade 
pour foule woꝛds, and dzaw pour faire weapons, and becauſe,

And ron ſhall underſtand that afterward Peachies men b 
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two and two at a time, did often met and fight with them, and 
ſe narrowly would they watch koꝛ them, that they could be tn 
no plate in peace, inſo much that the Captaines found fighting 
wozk enough, © a great deale moze then willingly they won!d, 
wherebp they received many ſcarres and wounds in the bedp, 
lo thatlightly they were never out of Surgions hands. Upon 
a time it chanced that being upon the point ef their voyage, and 
ſhoꝛtly to go to ſea : Scureley and Strang wwidge having he ne at 
the Court, and newly come from inp Lo2d-Admirals lodging, 
befo:e they came to Tharing-crofle, they wereencountred bp 
a ceuple of P-achies men, who pzeſently dzew upon them, and 
laid ſofe@ly about, that the two Captaines were glad at length 
ta houſe themſelbes foz their refuge: Nowa plague on them 
quoth S:u'eley, ſhall we never be in quiet foz theſeqnopftrels- 
never were we ſo kerrited befoze, ſwownes we can no ſoner 
lok into the ſtrœts, but theſe homnakers have vs by the cares: 
a por on it that ever we medled with the raſcals: ſblod they be 
as unluckie to be met, as a Hare on a1oznep, oz a ſergeant on

Thus they calf 
in their mindes divers times by what meanes they might be 
reconciled : and albeit they ſent divers their friends unto Pa- 
ter Peachie, and by his men, yet thep would not pyeld, noz give 
conſent to be appeaſed, noꝛ ts. put vp ſuch wꝛong as they had 
received without further rebenge:lo that the Captaines were 
at length conſtrained to make ſnte to the Duke of Suffolk ta 
take up the matter: who moſt bonozably performed their re- 
queſt : and ſo the grudge ended betwirt them, to the great ere; 
dit of Paſter Prachie, and all his men.

tiſull houſe-keeper. Among many other that was deſirous of 
his ſervice, there was one called Tom Drum, that had a great

ona time ſadly at wozk in bis Paſters ſhop at Petwozth, and
